Please amend claims 67 and 68 as follows: 

67. (Currently Amended) A money-transfer system for transferring a sum of money from a 
customer to a beneficiary, comprising: 

a money transfer company including: 

collecting means for collecting during a transaction the sum of money from the 
customer for transfer to the beneficiary; 

database means for generating, during the transaction with the customer, a 
transaction record within a database on a server computer connected to a communication 
network and controlled by the money-transfer company, the transaction record being associated 
with the transaction with the customer and including data identifying the sum of money for 
transfer to the beneficiary and identifying the beneficiary; 
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device pick - up code means for generating, during the transaction with the 
customer, a unique single-use device pick-up code associated with the transaction with the 
customer, the transaction record associated with the transaction including the single-use device 
pick-up code; and 

providing means for providing, during the transaction with the customer, the 
generated unique single-use device pick-up code to the customer; 

a plurality of distributors of money pick - up devices including : 

accepting means to accept by a distributor the a unique single-use device pick-up 
code presented by the beneficiary to the distributor ; 

accessing means to access the database on the server computer on the 
communication network to ascertain the transaction record generated during the transaction with 
the customer containing a to verify the presented single-use device pick-up code presented by the 
beneficiary to the distributor and identifying the beneficiary ; 

activating means for activating by the distributor a money pick-up device upon 
verifying the presented single-use device pick-up code ; 

database means for generating a device record within a database on a server 
associated with the money-transfer company, the generated device record including data

68. (Currently Amended) The money-transfer system of claim 67, wherein the network of money 
dispensing machines the means for dispensing is a network of an automatic teller machine 
machines (ATMs) and the plurality of distributors of money pick-up device devices and 
corresponding the associated personal code codes is a plurality of distributors of an ATM card 
cards and corresponding a personal identification number numbers (PINs), respectively.
